Joseph Gould was born in the parish of La Fourche, Louisiana, 
in 1824, and died in New Orleans, March 1, 1886. . •' 

He was converted to God just before the late civil war. . He early 
felt -the call to preach the Gospel, and was licensed to preach soon 
after his conversion by Father Green. By close application he secured 
a ready and available knowledge of the sacred Scriptures; and became 
a successful preacher and pastor. Born in slavery, when freed, he 
used v his newly acquired liberty to prepare himself as best he could 
for the work of the ministry. He was one of the pioneer preachers 
of our work in the South. He was admitted on trial in /the Missis- 
sippi Mission Conference,. December 15, 1866,, and was ordained to 
deacon's orders by Bishop Ames the following year. January 30, 
1870, he was ordained an elder by Bishop Scott. During the years 
of his ministry he served with much success the Jefferson Circuit, 
Boss Chapel, First Street Church, Wesley Chapel, Simpson Chapel, 
four years as presiding elder of the Baton Rouge District, and closed 
his active ministry after spending , the years 1881-82 at Simpson 
Church. 

January, 1883, he was granted a certificate of location at his own 
request by Bishop Hurst. This relation he continued to hold until 
January, 1886, when he.was readmitted and granted a supernumerary 
. relation. He died in great peace at his home in New Orleans. 
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He was faithful and true in his loyalty to our great Church, and to 
the spread of her borders in this State, and his memory will long be 
cherished by many of the older members, of this Conference who were 
co-laborers with, him in the earlier days of our missionary eflorts m 
Louisiana, as well as by many of the young men who were licensed 
to preach by him, and who are now members of thi^Coiiference. lie 
leaves a wile and six children to mourn his loss. He sleeps m hope 
of a g|prious resurrection, and we shall see him again. ( .
